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Frostbite is already causing some 
casualties among the Germans oper- 
ating along the extreme northern sec- 
tor of the Russo-German front, 

An unreasonable cold wave, which 
swept out of the north’ a week ago, 
has sent temperatures well below zero, 
along the Karelian Isthmus, where 
for some weeks the Germans and Fins 
have been attempting, so far unsuc- 
cessfully, to envelop Mutmansk and 
cut off that port’s railway connections 
to the south, 

Even on the middle Volga, the mer- 
cury for the past few days has hov- 
ered around zero and the ice floes 
drifting down the river presage an 
early freeze-up of navigation. 

* * . 

One of the most interesting ques- 
tions of this war, and one which can- 
not yet be answered, is the extent of 
which the winter cold will slow up the 
German operations, That it will have 
some effect cannot be doubted, but the 
important question is whether it will 
sufficiently delay the Nazis to enable 
the Russians to rest and reorganize. 

Picture the unenviable position of 
the tens of thousands of German 
troops encamped around the outer ap- 
proaches of Moscow, They are hund- 
reds of miles from home and 100 miles 
from any city of sufficient size to pro- 
vide a comfortable winter base, They 
are being asked to take offensive ac- 
tion in near-zero temperatures, 

Under such conditions, maintenance 
and operations of mechanized equip- 
ment are a major problem,

What Plan Means 


National Church In Germany Would 
Supplant Those Now Existing 

The Christian Science Monitor 
published the abstract of an alleged 
Nazi plan for a national church to 
supplant existing churches in the 
Reich and “annihiliate’ Christianity. 
The Monitor said that the scheme 
was advanced by Alfred Rosenberg, 
Nazi philosopher and policy-maker, 
but that this did not necessarily 
mean it would be carried out. 

The Rosenberg version of N, R. 
(National Reichskirche) would be 
formed along military lines with the 
sword the symbol instead of the cross 
and “Mein Kampf” the credo instead 
of the Bible, the Monitor said. All 
other churches or religious orders 
would have to leave the Reich and 
there would be a strict ban on any 
religious group holding or receiving 
property. 

There would be no priests, clergy 
or scribes in the new order, the 
Monitor's vergion related, and only 
Nazi party orators would have the 
right to speak in the churches, which 
would remain only in the architec- 
tural sense.

Public ignorance and apathy in 
health education and sickness pre- 
vention must be overcome if the 
people of Great Britain and Canada 
are to become healthy enough to 
achieve victory over Hitler, Sir Wil- 
son Jameson, chief medical officer 
of the Ministry of Health for Great 
Britain, told a meeting held by the 
Health League of Canada in Toronto 
recently.

Say Germans Can Now Speak Freely 
For The First Time 

Kuibyshev, Russia._S. A. Lozov- 
sky, foreign office spokesman, said 
the first political conference of Ger- 
man war prisoners in Russia has 
been held and it adopted a message 
to the German people calling for an 
end to Hitlerism and creation of a 
“free and independent Germany,” 
says Associated Press. 

Russia’s war prison camps have 
become “political clubs where Ger- 
mans can speak freely for the first 
time,” he said.

Night Blindness 
Experiment Proves Vitamin 
Helps Hye Adapt Itself 
It is hard to find an empty seat in 
@ dark motion-picture theatre, not 
always because there is none but 
because the eye has not accustomed 
itself to the darkness, After two or 
three minutes we find our way about 
easily enough. The pupil of the eye 
must have time to open and thus let 
{n more light. So it is when we re- 
turn to the sunlit street. The glare 
is blinding at first. Then the pupil 
closes, and we see clearly again. 
It is now well known that this 
adaptation to dark is a matter of 
vitamin A. If there is a lack of the 


“a” 


-| vitamin the eye takes too long to 


adapt itself. 

Dr. C. W. Brown, associate pro- 
fessor of psycholoby in the Univers- 
ity of California, tested ten of his 
students for night blindess. Object: 
To find out how much vitamin A 
was necessary. One group of stud- 
ents lived on a high vitamin diet for 
12 days; the other left vitamin A out 
of their diet. At the end of the 12 
days Dr. Brown tested all students 
for night blindess by flashing a 
light into the eyes and then measur- 
ing the period of recovery in a dark 
room. He found that the students 
who had lived high on vitamin A 
recovered in 18.03 seconds on the 
average; the others needed 22.7 sec- 
onds. 

It doesn’t look as if a difference of 
4.67 seconds amounted to much. But 
it is significant when you think that 
if you go without vitamin A for only 
one day night blindness begins to 
eet in— New York Sun. 


Meant Real Sacrifice 


Indians In Yukon Give $482 For 
Ohildren In Britain 
The Old Crow Indians who live 
north of the Arctic Circle in Yukon 
territory near the Alaska boundary 
have sent to Resources Minister 
Crerar $432 for the relief of bombed- 
out children in the United Kingdom. 
Dollars come hard to the Crow In- 
dians, most northerly of all North 
American Indian bands in Canada, 
so this gift meant much to them. 
This summer they took their catch 
of last winter to a trader in Alaska 
and were paid in United States dol- 
lars. Then Chief Moses who had 
been told of the bombings in London 
took up a collection in the band. He 
headed the list with $100 and some 
24 Indians made up the balance. 
The chief tied the bills in a red 
cotton handkerchief and turned it 
over to the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police at Old Crow station. The 
Mounties sent the money to Dawson 
and there it was deposited in a bank 
and a cheque forwarded to Ottawa. 
Mr. Crerar turned the funds over 
to the British high commissioner's 
| Office in Ottawa.

Film Has Strange Qualities 


New Photographic Material Held 
Secret For Military Reasons 


A secret material 


entirely new kind of photograph 
which is formed partly of light rays 
themselves. 

The new photos can do things 
never done before. Two can be de- 
veloped on the. same piece of film, 
one on top of the other. Three- 
dimensional pictures, both stills and 
movies, are practicable. 

This new film is a secret for mili- 
tary reasons. It was developed by 


Edwin H. Land of the Polroid Corp-| 


oration, Cambridge. 

The practical possibilities are tre- 
mendous. One is to make _ three- 
dimensional motion pictures which 
can be shown without any change 
in the present equipment of the the- 
atres. 

Both pictures are printed super- 
imposed on a single standard film 
carrying the whole picture, so that 
any ordinary projector in any movie 
house can show it. 

Furthermore, taking the 
for this new film is easy and _ fool- 
proof. It is done with a two-eyed 
camera, having two lenses about as 
wide apart as the human eyes. The 
two take separate pictures, seeing 
the scene just like a pair of eyes. 
These photos are developed separ- 
ately, and then transferred one on 
top of the other to the new film.

server, “It’s strength must be distri- 
buted over half the world and must 
be used over both sea and land, where- 
as German air strength can be con- 
centrated, Consequently, for air domi- 
nation there must still be a gigantic 
industrial effort both here and in the 
United States.”

This expert estimates that Britain 
entered the war with a first line 
strength of 3,000 planes—that is, 3000 
planes in squadron formation, not 
counting spares, which, according to 
old standards, should number twice 
the first line strength, He says, fur- 
thermore, that the Royal Air Force is 
numerically stronger than ever before, 
including 1918, and that “our first line 
strength may reach up to nearly 5000 
aircraft and must be much above 4000. | 

No dependable figures were avail- 
able for the Luftwaffe even before the 
Russian campaign, but it was estimat- 
ed in February that it had 9,100 first 
line planes, Nobody has any reason- 
able idea of German losses in Russia, 
but they are thought to have exceeded 
2,000 aircraft,
